1,300,000 Ready to Strike. 

A high-ranking officer of the 
United States Eighth Army said 
the Chinese Reds have probably 
300,000 troops deployed along 
Korean boundary and perhaps 
about 1,000,000 more within “com- 
mitting distance”—ready to strike 
from their present locations. 

Meanwhile the Chinese and 
North Korean Communists were 
probing all along the Chongchon 
river line in the northwest but 
their pressure was not yet heavy. 

(United Press dispatches said 
Communists made a new attack 
from the east against United 
Nations forces on the Sinanju 
front today while Chinese rein-

The declaration said China’s 
security was being seriously 
threatened by United States ac- 
tion in the Far East. It charged 
the United States started the Ko- 
rean war, violated China’s rights 
by protecting Formosa with the 
United States Navy and ordered 
“aggression” in Indichina. 

The declaration also urged vol- 
unteers to “undertake the sacred 
task of resisting America, aiding 
Korea, protecting their homes and 
defending their country.” 

‘They Want te Conquer World.’ 
“The United States imperialists 
launched the war of aggression in 
Korea on June 25 this year,” the 
declaration said. “Their plot is 
not listed only to destroying the 
Korean democratic people’s re- 
public; they want to annex Korea, 
they want to invade China, they 
want to rule over Asia, and they 
want to conquer the whole world. 
“The armed forces of the Unit- 
ed States imperialists and ‘their 
accomplices have ignored China’s 
warning, have crossed the thirty- 
eighth parallel in Korea and have 
advanced with large forces of 
ground troops toward the Yalu 
and Tumen rivers, directly threat- 
ening the northeastern border of

Investigation To Be Held.

Charles 
Lang, a fireman of the same fire 
house. Blake was‘ pronounced 
dead at City Hospital and then 
was taken to the Morgue. He was 
45 years old and lived. at 5231A

Lang and another fireman said 
Blake had appeared exhausted 
just before he left the scene of 
the fire. They said he told them 
the exertion was “getting him 
down”: and that his boots seemed 
bh be “getting heavier and heav- 

Blake would have completed 
20 years’ service with the Fire 
Department next May and had 
talked of retiring then. He is 
survived by his wife, Marie. They 
have no children. 

The blaze started in the lumber 
yard, which was closed last April. 
Four alarms were sounded in 
quick succession, starting at 4:36 
p.m. A fifth alarm.was turned 
in at 4:57. Thirty-four pieces of 
equipment were called to the 
scene. 

Mrs. Celestine Gonzales, a wid- 
ow living on the second floor of 
the terminal building, fainted 
when she looked from a window 
and saw flames sweeping through 
the lumber yard. Police carried 
her and her 6-month-old grand-

SIBLEY, Mo., Nov. 4 (AP)— 
Two young duck hunters drowned 
and a third barely managed to 
swim to safety after their boat 
sank in the Missouri river near 
here today.

MODERATE INCREASE 
N EMPLOYMENT HERE 


Rise Noted in Metals, Machin- 
ery, Trade and Govern- 
ment Jobs. 


A moderate rise in employment 
in the St. Louis area was noted 
by the Labor Department’s Bu- 
reau of Employment Security, 
which reported yesterday that a 
strong demand for civilian goods 
and fast-rising defense produc- 
tion had boosted employment in 
seven major labor markets in the 
plains states. 


Employment went up between 
July and September in all but 
three of 150 metropolitan labor 
centers surveyed, the report ob- 
served. 


In St. Louis the rise in em- 
ployment was notable in metals, 
machinery, trade and government 
jobs. The labor supply is tight- 
ening, the report commented, 
with machine shop skills scarce 
and employers easing job specifi- 
cations. Demands for workers in 
transportation equipment and for 
government employes are expect- 
ed to be strong this winter. 


Kansas City, St. Joseph and 
Springfield also showed employ- 
ment rises. 


New defense activities exerted 
pressure on the already strong 
economy of many areas, the re- 
port stated. Military installa- 
tions, ‘such as Fort Leonard 
Wood, Mo., have expanded civil- 
ian personnel greatly. — 

Aircraft production employ- 
ment was up in all areas where 
it is a major industry. The Mc- 
Donnell Aircraft Corp. plant at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field, manu- 
facturing jet fighter planes for 
the Navy, has a large backlog of 
orders,

The President’s son is Robert Alphonso 
Taft, senior Senator from Ohio, who is seek- 
ing a third six-year term. His father was 
William Howard Taft, the jolly, chuckling, 
corpulent twenty-seventh Chief Executive of 
the nation who filled in the four years be- 
tween Teddy Roosevelt and Thomas Woodrow 
Wilson, | 


The coal miner’s son is Joseph Terrence 
Ferguson, Ohio State Auditor for the last 14 
years and a real go-getter. The big question 
is whether the relatively unknown Ferguson, 
with all his hustling, can pick up sufficient 
votes next Tuesday to terminate the politi- 
cal career of the man known as Mr. Republi- 
can and generally recognized as the most 
influential opposition leader in Washington. 


There is no doubt that Bob Taft is 
worried about his chances for survival. 
Little Joe Ferguson, taken alone, might 
not be too tough. But Ferguson has the 
backing of the Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations, the American Federation of 
Labor, the United Mine Workers, the rail- 
road brotherhoods, and the independent 
machinists’ union. 

Never before have these diverse groups 
formed such a united front as they have 
to attack Taft because of his co-authorship 
of the Taft-Hartley labor relations act 
which they call a “slave labor law.” 


Ohio has grown some tall Tories, and Bob 
Taft is one of the tallest. He has been a

Ferguson has eight children, and two of 
his boys served in the Navy in the Pacific 
during World War II. 

Joe Ferguson was born 58 years ago in 
the hills of Perry county. The eldest of four 


boys, he went through grade schéol and 
took a high school business course, but had 
to quit when his coal-miner father became 
disabled from that mule kick. He sold 
papers while in school, and after he quit 
high school he worked as paymaster and 
bookkeeper for a coal firm near his home. 
In 1914 he became payroll auditor for the 
State Industrial Commission, later trans- 
ferring to the State Auditor’s office as ex- 
aminer. He was manager of a finance com- 
pany in Barberton when elected State Audi- 
tor in 1936. (The first time he ran for that 
office he was defeated, and he was defeated 
three times in a row running for State 
Treasurer.) He is now serving his fourth 
consecutive term of four years as State Audi- 
tor. His vote-getting ability is attested by 
the fact that he usually leads the Democratic 
ticket.

This correspondent, having just returned 
from Ohio where he covered both camps, is 
able to report that Joe Ferguson may be a 
.sandlotter but he is far from being a nobody. 
In fact, since the personality and public rec- 
ord of Bob Taft are so well known and there 
is little new to be said about him, it could 
be that Taft’s opponent is the more news- 
worthy, and certainly the freshest, element in 
the Ohio political circus.

He makes frequent use of the word “ain’t”; 
he uses “learn” when he means “teach”; he 
drops his “g’s’; he says “vassinate” for 
“vaccinate” and “strenth” for “strength”; he 
makes “physical” sound like “fiscal,” and 
“support” like “sport”; and he refers vaguely 
to “this here” and “that there.” 

“This campaign tour must be exhaust- 
ing?” a reporter suggests.

Ferguson’s chief ghost writer, Clarence 
Doyle, who works in the State Auditor’s office 
as press agent, has tried to improve Fergu- 
son’s English with curious results.

“He even has me say- 
ing ‘ain’t’” —

and traditionally Senator Taft closes each 
campaign around Cleveland by addressing the 
Literary Forum of St. James’s African M.E. 
Church in the Harlem section of Cleveland. 
Taxiing out there, this reporter was sur- 
prised to find St. James’s a burnt-out ruin. 
So was Senator Taft surprised. The Literary 
Forum, it developed, had been transferred to 
a neighboring Seventh Day Adventist Church. 


Welcomed by a friendly audience of ‘sev- 
eral hundred, Senator Taft stood below the 
pulpit with the Ten Commandments painted 
in gold on the wall behind him. He began 
by saying he was sorry to hear of the burn- 
ing of the old church. Then he delivered 
The Speech, as his co-workers label it. Like 
many another candidate, Taft has one set 
speech and seldom deserts it. The Speech 
takes in Korea, Formosa, Yalta, Roosevelt, 
Truman, the Brannan farm plan, compulsory 
health insurance, the menace of Socialism 
and Communism and the Political Action 
Committee of the CIO. 

Senator Taft, who never deigns to name 
his humble opponent, declares: 

“My opponent’s campaign is being run by 
the CIO from Washington and New York 
City. They are coming into this State and 
telling the people how to vote. I don’t think 
the people of Ohio are going to stand for 
that kind of dictation.” 


Senator Taft proceeds to argue that the 
P.A.C. is “largely of Communist origin and 
the program they are trying to put cross 
is largely Communistic.” 


Speaking of Korea, Mr. Republican tells 
his Negro audience that the “colored troops 
there did a magnificent ,job.” He asserts 
the heavy casualties were “wholly unneces- 
sary—the Communists would not have at- 
tacked Southern Korea if they had known 
we would resist.” 

Taft says he is glad that President Truman 
“overruled Secretary of State Acheson and 
decided to defend Korea.” Taft says that, if 
a Republican Congress is elected, he favors 
summoning Acheson and asking him: 

“What is your foreign policy? And why 
do you have to change it every 30 days?” 

The St. James Literary Forum is climaxed 
by a question and answer period to which 
Senator Taft submits willingly. Most of the 
questions have to do with civil rights. 

“You will never get any civil rights until 
you get a strong Republican Congress,” Taft 
tells his colored audience. “I would like to 
remind you I was chairman of the policy 
committee which succeeded in barring Sena- 
tor Theodore Bilbo from taking his seat.” 

At the same time, Taft cautions Negroes 
against falling for the extravagant Com- 
munist promises of quick equality. He says 
that ‘Negroes are gaining their rights slowly, 
rights in dining cars, rights in colleges, etc. 

With one exception the questions directed 
at Senator Taft are friendly. One hostile 
member .of the audience tries to pin him 
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the spring of 1947, through July 1950. 

Among the publications surveyed were such 
newspapers as “Pravda” and “Izvestia,” which 
are read by the general Soviet public, as well 
as newspapers and magazines read by special 
groups of Soviet society such as the writers, 
teachers, propaganda specialists, railroad 
workers, urban and rural women, poets, etc.

' Appreciably more than a quarter of the 
nation’s population now lives in the 12 largest 
urban-suburban conglomerations. More than 
a third of all the population increase of the 
country in the last decade occurred in those 
same metropolitan territories. 


Even more to the point, however, is the 
fact that population of the suburban por- 
tions of these districts increased at a rate 
four times greater than that of the central 
cities. In actual numbers of inhabitants 
the suburban gain was two and a half times 
that of the central cities." On the average, 
the suburbs now have almost half of this 
metropolitan population: St. Louis is al- 

i most exactly at the average. 


Indeed, problems of St. Louis are highly 
typical of those of all the dozen big commu- 
nities, Here are to be found just,about all 
the weaknesses of megalopolis, the out-size 
city. In other words, if it’s any comfort to 
St. Louisans battling ridiculous traffic con- 
gestion or struggling to get sewers, our trou- 
bles aren’t unique. : 

Not many years ago the experts who 
warned of what was happening:to American 
cities were prophets crying in the wilderness. 
The new: decennial census, bolstered by the 
hard facts of metropolitan life, has resulted 
in a growing public realization of the situa- 
tion. A real remedy is not yet in sight. 
Solutions being attempted now are to a large 
extent only palliatives. A school of-informed 
opinion is building up in support of some 
form of centralized urban government. 

The more radical thinkers even dream of 
a more or less independent city-state. 

The trouble is that the big American 
city, as it has evolved into today’s reality, 
was not designed for its job, either physi- 
cally or politically. A single community 
of interest is administered governmentally 
by literally hundreds of fiercely jealous 
independent taxing bodies, including the 
suburban towns and school districts and a 
wide variety of other agencies, 

There is no enforceable co-ordination 
but there is insufficient power on the part 
of the local governments. They are crea-» 
tures of the state, which holds the whip- 
hand, That hand is exercised by legisla- 
tures which, thanks te gerrymandering and 


distrust—or misunderstand—the big city. 
Even where there are provisions for “home 
rule,” such as the relatively strong charters 
of St. Louis and St. Louis county, the all- 
important control of the sources of income— 
the things which the city may tax—remains 
with the state. 


Designed for Horse Car 
And High-Wheeled Bicycle. 


Physically, the citiés have had a hard time 
getting over a design suited to the horse-car 
and the high-wheel bicycle. The old central 
areas, of course, reflect this especially. The 
automobile era started the big spread, into 
metropolitan districts that had been only 
faintly begun by suburban trains and trolleys. 

It takes a painful and costly series of major 
operations to adapt the new city to the 
vehicle that created it and makes its contin- 
ued life possible. The outer portions of the 
metropolitan circles might have been built 
to fit the motor age, but they have lacked 
the enormous funds that would be needed, 
and all too often they have lacked the vision. 

It would take a bold prophet now to say 
that we have attained the ultimate in geo- 
graphic size of the city. The effective radius 
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in St. Louis at present is about 15 miles, in 
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the “real voice of America” but the “voice of 
Wall Street.” By contrast, the Soviet Union 
is presented as the shining beacon around 
which rally all the democratic and peace- 
loving peoples of the world. 


As the survey progressed there emerged 
a distinct pattern in the distribution of the 
references: the publications read by the 
better educated section of Soviet society 
(the intellectuals, writers, propaganda spe- 
cialists) consistently mentioned the “Voice” 
more than the publications read by the 
great Russian masses. Since these better 
educated people were more likely to possess 
radios capable of getting the “Voice,” such 
findings were to be expected. But, nonethe- 
less, the fact is significant that Soviet 
authorities felt the need of telling them, 
time and: again and in great detail, what 
to think about the “Voice of America.” 
Another fairly significant pattern was that 
a great many references to the “Voice” were 
found in Soviet broadcasts addressed to the 
satellites. It thus appeared as if “Radio Mos- 
cow” did not entirely trust “Radio Warsaw,” 
“Radio Sofia,” “Radio Budapest,” etc., to 
carry their own anti-Voice campaigns with- 
out aid and comfort from the “Voice of the 
Soviet Union.”

REVOLUTION of far-reaching significance has occurred in the internalchar- 
acter of the United States. It is the rise of the city—not the constricted 
political city, but the sprawling metropolitan district—to a new dominance. 
With it has come a maze of new and difficult and costly problems.

New York about 50 miles. Traffic has grown 
terrifically. Federal road planners have pre- 
dicted that urban traffic'10 years from now 
will be twice as heavy as it was 10 years ago. 
Lengthened distance of travel explains much 
of this increase. Another important element 
is the extreme difficulty of providing mass 
transportation at a competitive price. 

More and more people have cars, thanks 
to increasingly high standards of living. The 
whole attitude of life has changed, Genera- 
tions of children have been growing up with 
an exaggerated idea of the importance of the 
automobile.” Youngsters on their fir-t jobs 
and kids in college must have cars. 

The automobile certainly is not the sole 
cause of the rise of the metropolis, but it 
stands out as a main cause and surely the 
most troublesome. 


Decentralization of business is one of the 
notable trends of the big city. A recent Cen- 
sus Bureau study showed that in all of the 12 
top metropolises the central city declined in 
volume of retail sales between 1939 and 1948, 
while the suburban districts increased. Col- 
lectively, the suburbs did 32.5 per cent of the 
retail business in 1939 but 36.5 per cent in 
1948., In St. Louis therrise was more marked 
—from 31.3 to 37.1 per cent. All signs, here 
and elsewhere, point to a further increase in 
relative proportion of suburban retailing in 
the period since 1948. 

The trend is illustrated not only by the 
shifting of business to Clayton and elsewhere 
in the St. Louis area but by recent announce- 
ment of plans for new suburban shopping 
centers at other cities. Detroit's J.L. Hudson 
Co, will have a $15,000,000, 102-acre, “‘one- 
stop” center, Chicago’s Marshall Field & Co. 
has a 110-acre site for a $15,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000 center six miles farther out than its 
old Evanston branch. At Los Angeles the 
May Co, has signed a 50-year lease for a 
$5,000,000 branch. 

Recently the Wall Street Journal published 
an estimate that it would have cost $48,000,- 
000 to provide as much parking space in 
downtown Seattle as an outlying shopping 
center installed for $64,000. 

Decentralized business is more conven- 
ient for shoppers than going downtown. 

But it’s hard on the central city, which 

everywhere relies on the downtown district 

asa big source of revenue, 

The: organization of this modern form of 
city leads to many problems. Many of the 
governmental units have difficulty in meet- 
ing their financial responsibilities, both for 
operating purposes and capital improvements, 
while a few more fortunate spots, possessed 
of big factories or expensive homes on high- 
priced land, may fare rather well. Taxable 
values tend to fall off in the older central 
cities, but climb in the suburbs. There is 
considerable duplication of functions and of 
governmental employes and officials, and 
often with the split-up governmental units it 
is hard to fix responsibility. 

Physical planning in many instances is 
poorly co-ordinated and may even be helter- 
skelter, Zoning and subdivision regulation 
are good, bad, indifferent or utterly lacking, 
like a crazy-quilt within a single metropolis. 
One satellite town may be attractive and well 
run, the next garish, ugly or even a haven 
for hoodlums. At St, Louis, New York, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia dnd Washington the metro- 
politan problem is aggravated by interstate 
angles. The rest of the 12 big cities—Los 
Angeles, Detroit, Boston, San Francisco, 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland and Baltimore—are 
each in a single state, 


Families Have Suburban Homies 
-With Open Space, Grass, Flowers. 


Of great importance in today’s big city is 
the fact that so many more families than 
formerly have homes of their own, They 
have a little open space, grass, flowers, dwell- 
ings of improved design. On the other hand, 
many of these homes are not as well or last- 
ingly built as those of the past, and some of 
the evils of the crowded old cities are being 
repeated and piled up in the suburbs. 

The common pattern has been a shifting of 
the wealthy, the well-to-do and the conserva- 
tive to the suburbs. That is being followed 
by a new tendency towards a like shifting of 
the working man and his family, due to bet- 
ter economic standards for the wage-earner, 
easier credit and the ostensibly lower cost of 
land in the outskirts. The true cost of the 
land might not be cheap, if the complex re- 
lationship of assessed values, tax rates, pub- 
lic services and improvements could be fore- | 
seen and worked out, 

Factories, too, have moved to the suburbs 
for living room. The modern factory con- 
cept calls usually for a long single floor. 
That takes space. So do a parking lot for 

, workers’ cars and docks for trucks that 
move materials in, goods out. 

There is a-marked political effect. The 
shifting population has helped make the cen- 
tral cities mostly sure things for the party 
that purports to do the most for the working 
man. At the same time, it has begun to chal- 
lenge the silk-stocking character’ of. the 
suburbs, which no longer are the habitat 
mainly of the more privileged people. Some 
folks move to the. suburbs to escape “evil” 
politics of the central city, only to find in

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Campaign Views 


Foreign Policy as the Issue 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In the Spring of 1945, when Mr. Tru- 
man succeeded to the presidency and 
so assumed control of our foreign pol- 
icy, the United States was emerging 
victorious from a conflict which was 
to stamp out totalitarianism. 

Now, five and a half years later, we 
find ourselves frantically rearming 
against the likelihood of another major 
war, and struggling mightily to bring 
to a successful conclusion a pint-sized 
police action. 

What has brought us to this state of 
affairs? Much of the blame must be 
assigned to the Administration’s war- 
time assumption that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment’s aims were peaceful and not 
essentially in conflict with our own. Al- 
though this assumption was formulated 
during the Roosevelt Administration, 
Mr. Truman, as the Roosevelt political 
heir, must inherit blame for errors as 
well as praise for accomplishments. 
Furthermore, many of the State Depart- 
ment personnel connected with the es- 
tablishment of this assumption as the 
basis of our policy are even now still 
— an active partein our foreign af- 
airs. 

Even after the Administration had 
reversed its position with regard to 
Russia, it failed to act intelligently 
with regard to Communism elsewhere. 
It persisted in considering the Chinese 
Communists as simple land-reformers, 
and ignored all evidence of ties with 
Moscow. 

The North Korean attack launched 
in June caught the Administration com- 
pletely unawares. The apparent suc- 
cessful conclusion of the Korean war 
must be ascribed to the skillful lead- 
ership of Gen. MacArthur and his sub- 
ordinates and the extreme courage and 
tenacity of the men in the fighting 
line. The support given them in Wash- 
ington was awkward and fumbling. 

The Post-Dispatch has called for the 
election of Thomas C. Hennings Jr., 
Democratic nominee for United States 
Senator from Missouri, over Republi- 
can Forrest C. Donnell because Mr. 
Hennings could be expected to go down 
the line for the Administration’s for- 
eign policy, Whereas Senator Donnell 
has actively opposed much of it. The 
question boils down,-then, to the vot- 
er asking himself whether the Tru- 
man foreign policy has been adequate 
and ought to receive support. On the 
basis of results obtained, it seems to 
me that the thoughtful voter must an- 
swer that question in the negative.

This campaign has seen some mighty low stuff, 


including “the triumph of McCarthyism.” So 


writes James B. Reston of The New York Times, 
who defines the term to mean “the use of lies 
or partial truth to score a political point, public 
charges before proof, guilt» by association and 
the elevation of means above ends.” 

The low morality of much of the campaigning 
is all too evident. Both sides are guilty. If 
there is a part of the country which has been 
spared, its citizens are indeed fortunate. 

The Hanley letter episode further lowered 
a campaign already far too low. That. New 
York bombshell was handled with a disturbing 
callousness by political figures who should 
have denounced it publicly. The defense was 
that the debts of candidates had been paid 
before, but the Republicans cited no Democratic 
parallel of an achieved withdrawal. 

Then the Acting Democratic Mayor of New 
York said he had been offered a high-priced 
judgeship to get out of the municipal race. This 

* was countered with the factional comment that 
the only reason he did not get out was because 
the tender was too small. That the O’Dwyer 
ambassadorial deal was worked from Tammany 
via the White House to Mexico to produce a 
mayoral election and a big Democratic turnout 
in New York is plain for all to see.

Even worse is the way Republican nominees 
for the Senate in many states have deliberately 
played politics with Korean war casualties. 
Here in Missouri, Senator Donnell has made a 
practice of preying on the feelings of parents, 

In Illinois, Everett Digksen talks about “wind- 
rows of young men marching away” and piously 
appeals for votes on this score as if the Repub- 
licans could set aside the necessity to be 
prepared against Communist aggression. In 
Oklahoma someone should quote the command- 
ment against false witness to the G.O.P. nomi- 
nee, the Rev. William Alexander. That dema- 
gogue has gone so far as to tell people: “Your

For above the generally low level of the cam- 
paign important issues do arise. One is that the 
role which the United States has assumed in 
world affairs shall be upheld. To that end, 
we think the best interests of the nation will 
be served by the defeat of Senator Donnell, one 
of the small last-ditch band which voted against 
the Atlantic pact. . For the same reason, we 
favor the re-election of .Senator Lucas, who has 
stood consistently right on the issues relating 
to foreign affairs.

The Hard Future 


The prophets who were counseling the United 
States to ignore Chinese Communist “bluffs” 
about Korea should be re-examining their pre- 
dictions. There was no danger of war with 
the Chinese Reds, they said. Peiping was only 
growling to produce flutters of fear in New 
Delhi and other diplomatic dovecotes. 

But now battalions of Chinese Reds with a 
total strength equal to that of two divisions 
have been identified in action in North Korea. 
And with their appearance have gone a-glim- 
mering the rosy hopes for a speedy end to the 
fighting there. How much longer the war may 
continue no man on the U.N. side knows. 

Nor is this the only demand which opposing 
Kremlin imperialism will make on the United 
States and the free world. In Indochina, the 
French have been driven from the Chinese 
border, and a string of outposts southwest of 
Hanoi have been abandoned. Peiping’s rapid 
advance into Tibet continues, and the priests 
ruling the lama are said to be planning flight. 


Yugoslavia needs food from this country if 
it is to withstand the severe blow of last sum- 
mer’s drouth. Exposed Iran has felt itself 
compelled to sign a trade treaty with Moscow. 
From Prague comes ominous propaganda about 
Germany. And not only have troops not been 
provided for the defense of Western Europe, 
the decisions as to how it is to be done have 
yet to be taken. | 

All this means that the United States will 
have to put aside for indefinite years any 
hopes for a return to the easy ways of peace. 
Large armed forces, shortages of consumer 


" goods, heavy foreign expenditures are here to 


stay. And with them must be the draft, price 
and wage controls, high taxes and other restric- 
tions on the freedom of individuals to do as 
they would.

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1600 Miles From Blair House 

The fusillade in front of Blair House left many 
Americans wondering what is so wrong in 
Puerto Rico that it could create a plot against 
the President. What is Puerto Rico? 

When. Queen Isabella asked Columbus this 
question, according to legend, the island’s dis- 
coverer crumpled a piece of paper and replied, 
“It looks like this.” Perhaps it does. Puerto 
Rico is 100 miles long and 35 miles wide, and 
two mountain. chains limit its arable land. Yet 
it contains 2,000,000 people. | 

More than 75 per. cent of the island’s wealth 
comes from sugar. Excessive dependence on this 
seasonal industry leaves thousands of workers 
on a subsistence level. Poverty is widespread, 
the diet is poor and infant mortality is high. . 

The Organic Act. of 1900 limited individual 
land ownership to’ 500 acres, but was little en- 
forced. Four American sugar corporations de- 
veloped much of the best land. In the last dec- 
ade, however, the dominant Popular Democratic 
party has enforced a broad social program, in- 
cluding purchase of some of the large estates. 
It may be too soon to judge the economic ef- 
fects of this, but at least the program has re- 
duced the cry of “Yankee imperialism.” : 

Still, Puerto Ricans have not been enthusias- 
tic about gaining independence. The revolu- 
tionary Nationalist party, which apparently engi- 


neered the plot against Mr. Truman, is ex-— 


tremely small. In 1945, Rexford G. Tugwell, 
then Governor, told Puerto Ricans they had only 


to ask for freedom to get it, and Senator . 


Tydings actually proposed an independence bill. 
Both offers had a cool reception in Puerto Rico. 
The islanders might ‘have been more enthu- 


siastic about independence except for two facts.

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T. S. Eliot Discovers Huck Finn 


Was it swimming or bicycling which G. B. 
Stern mastered after she was 40? We recall 
only her eloquence about the thrill of an ac- 
complishment which. her contemporaries had 
taken for granted since childhood. T. S. Eliot, 
the St. Louis-born. poet, had a similar expe- 
rience recently when he read Mark Twain’s 
“Huckleberry Finn” for the first time. He, 
too, was moved to eloquence. 

‘ During his boyhood the book was forbidden, 

perhaps to save him from a premature taste for 
tobacco. Later, he read “Tom Sawyer” and 
found it a fine book for boys; but he passed 
up the sequel under the impression that it was 
more of the same. Having discovered the gross- 
ness of his error, he now proclaims Huck Finn 
to be “one of the permanent symbolic figures 
of fiction; not unworthy to take his place with 
Ulysses, Faust, Don Quixote, Don Juan, Hamlet 
and other great discoveries that man has made 
about himself.” 

“We look at Tom as the smiling adult does,” 
says Eliot. “Huck we do not look at—we see 
the world through his eyes.” He is an adult 
and a very extraordinary adult. All this and 
more is in an introduction which Eliot has writ- 
ten for a new edition of the American classic. 
There are paragraphs about the Mississippi 
almost as good as any of Mark Twain’s. But 
the best, as it should be, is about Huck... 

Huck Finn must come from nowhere and 
be bound for nowhere. His is not the’ inde- 
pendence of the typical or symbolic Ameri- 
can Pioneer, but the independence of the 
vagabond. His existence questions the 
values of America as much as the values of 

Europe; he is as much an affront to the 

“pioneer spirit” as he is to “business enter- 

prise”; he is in a state of nature as de- 

tached as the state of the saint. In a busy 
world, he insists on living from hand to 
mouth. ... He belongs neither to the Sunday 

School nor to the Reformatory. He has no 

beginning and no end. Hence, he can only 

disappear... 

His story, however, will not disappear. If 
there are other Missourians who, like Mr. 
Eliot, have been postponing its reading, we sug- 
gest that they get to it. Belated discoveries 
may bring an extra thrill. But there is no point 


in trying to build this too high.

Republicans wouid be wise to redouble 
their election campaign efforts, or prepare 
themselves for disappointment. 

Unless something spectacular and unex- 
pected happens to change the face of this 
campaign at the last moment, the Demo- 
cratic party is likely to come through elec- 
tion day with its grip on the Federal Gov- 
ernment almost undisturbed. 


This is roughly the way the wiser “ex- 
perts” are now analyzing the campaign. 


One tip-off is the extreme reticence of 
responsible Republicans about claiming 
any great sweep of 
Congress. Republi- 
ean leaders do hope 
to gain several seats 
in the Senate and 
perhaps 25 in the 
House. 


That would be 
normal in a midterm 
year, and the Repub- 
lican National Com- 
mittee is hoping that 
the G.O.P. will get, 
at least the benefit . Joseph C. Harsch 
of- the normal swing to the opposition 
party at midterm. But few top Repub- 
licans are indulging in any substantial 
hopes beyond that normal level. 


They Are Not Conceding 


Democrats, on the other hand, are in- 
creasingly cheerful as the campaign pro- 
gresses. The first break they got was the 
sudden turn for the better in the Korean 
war. Then came the Truman-MacArthur 
love feast on Wake island. Third was the 
“Hanley letter” in New York. 


As a result, Democrats are now not even 
conceding “normal” gains to the Republi- 
cans. They think quite seriously that they 


'might even hold their own in Congress, 


which would be a real Republican defeat, 
The Democrats are operating under two 


Administration and its supporters for hav- 
ing- allowed prices to boom upward so far 
in such a short time. - 


Plainly, also, there is lack of enthusiasm 
for military service at a time when the 
need is not so immediately apparent as it 
was when our troops were being driven 
back down on Pusan. 


Republicans are counting on these fac- 
tors, in addition to the fundamental de- 
bate over centralized government, to main- 
tain voter reaction against the . Adminis- 
tration. 

But these two factors seem insufficient 
to induce any Republican tide. If such a 
tide is running, the experts have been un- 
able to detect signs of it. . 


No Sign of High Tide 


A Republican sweep would be as unex- 
pected and surprising as was the Truman 
sweep in 1948. Since that surprise hap- 
pened, another in the opposite direction is 
always possible. 


Republicans have their fingers crossed 
hopefully. But there is no specific or 
factual evidence to justify expecting such 
a Republican tide. 


So far as can be determined now, such 
a tide will have to be set in motion by 
forces not yet operating if it is to affect 
the election results. That would presuma- 
bly mean either the Democrats doing 


something spectacularly damaging to them- | 


selves before election day, or the Repub- 
licans becoming galvanized with a crusad- 
ing zeal which does not yet manifest itself. 


, Of course, the experts can be as totally 
wrong this time as they were in 1948. But 
if they have succeeded in feeling the pulse 
of this election, then the Republicans had 
better get out and“go to work harder than 
they ever dreamed of working before. 


This is the last chance for the Repub- 
licans to gain control of the whole gov- 
ernment in 1952. To take the Senate in 
that year, they must take it now, other- 
wise they could win the House and White. 
House, but could not gain the Senate.

So—when the Korean fighting 
started—the defense of Europe 
was in very poor shape indeed. 

The United States had done 
something. So had Britain. Hardly 
anybody else had done anything. 

This is how matters stood on 
the last Sunday in June 1950: 

United States: We had made a 
number of arms shipments to our 
Allies under the Military Assist- 
ance Program. But our own readi- 
ness to send help to Europe was 
extremely limited. Economy was 
the watchword of Secretary of 
Defense Johnson. The Air Force 
had been cut back to forty-eight 
groups, and its ability to carry 
out long-range missions or to pro- 
vide direct support for ground 
troops was being impaired by the 
painful discovery that much of its 
limited budget would have to be 
spent to build up the virtually 
nonexistent air defense of the 
United States, now that the Rus- 
sians were building A-bombs. 

Rescued a Few Ships. 

Adm. Forrest Sherman, the able 
chief of naval operations, had suc-’ 
ceeded in rescuing a few about- 
to-be-mothballed ships, plus a 
couple of Marine battalions and 


the spell of the Korean magic. 
They have not. They will be with 
us to plague us for a long time 
to come. 

But let’s not forget the tre- 
mendous weight of American re- 
sponsibility for the success of the 
whole program. Without our 
money and arms, supplied by 
vastly increased production, the 
new divisions of Western Europe 
will remain what the French di- 
visions have been for years; Col- 
lections of well-trained men who 
would be slaughtered helplessly 
on any modern battlefield, as our 
troops were slaughtered in Korea 
till the Patton tanks and the big 
bazookas -and the heavy guns 
began to arrive. Without swarms 
of United States planes in the 
skies over Western Europe, these 
divisions will be too few anyway 
to hold off the Russian hordes— 
and unless our mounting air- 
power gives some prospect of 
success the British will not com- 
mit their own RAF to a hopeless 
fight but will hold it back for a 
last stand at home. Without 
United States ships and aircraft 
to guard the sea lanes, we can’t 
supply and reinforce our allies in 
time of need. And without the 
moral encouragement of substan- 
tially increased United States 
forces in Europe itself, it is 
doubtful whether the Europeans 
can bring themselves to make the 
heavy sacrifices which effective 
rearmament demands. 

Finally, without American 
LEADERSHIP all these efforts 
will never be co-ordinated. woven 
together into a stout fabric of 
collective security that can resist 
even the hammer blows of Soviet 
power. This is something-we are 
reluctant to face frankly. But 
face it we must if freedom is not 
to perish from the earth.

§EA ROAD TO THE INDIES, by

N his third novel, “The Dis- 
enchanted Budd Schulberg 

omits the customary notice on 
the flyleaf advising friend, foe 
and litigious damage suit law- 
yers that his characters are 
pure inventions. In its place he 
reprints an excerpt from a 
Henry James preface which 
speaks of being haunted by the 
“wondrous figure” of a genius 
but which insists that the 
genius enters his story only as 
a type. 

Readers w are familiar 
with the literary history of the 
’20s will immediately identify 
the genius who haunted Mr. 
Schulberg as F. Scott Fitzgerald. 
“The Disenchanted,” however, 


is not a fictional biography. It’ 


is in agreement with the fac- 
tual history that inspired it only 
in certain broad particulars, and 
only one of these—the tragic 
failure of his central character 
-to cope with the gaudy trap- 
pings of. success—is, impoftant. 


Mr. Schulberg’s story begins 
in Hollywood. A junior writer 
named Shep Stearns has com- 
pleted a script for a college mu- 
sical which he hopes will sta- 
bilize his position in World- 
Wide Pictures. When he is 
finally admitted to the sancti- 
fied presence of Victor Milgrim 
the studio’s chief executive, he 
is told that his script is about 
to be put through the works 
with a view to production, and 
that his collaborator will be 
none other than Manley Halli- 
day. Stearns is overwhelmed. 
Manley Halliday, the author of 
“Night’s High Noon” and other 
fabulous successes of the pre- 
vious decade, is the beau. sab- 
reur of American letters so far 
as young Stearns is concerned, 
even though he hasn’t been 
heard from for years. (‘Manley 
Halliday!

S a speechwriter at the 

White House during the 

1948 campaign, the author 
of this book was one of the sup- 
porters, if not instigators, of the 
plan to send Chief Justice Vin- 
son to Moscow. He here tells 
the story of that plan, which 
he insists was a sincere move 
toward Soviet-American recon- 
ciliation, and not just a cam- 
paign maneuver. 

Mr. Carr had: served with 
Donald Nelson in the War Pro- 
duction Board, and as a mem- 
ber of the White House staff 
went twice to China and spent 
two years in Europe working 
on the German reparations 
problem. From this background 
he writes a short history of the 
cold war, with attention to the 
errors on our side as well as 
Soviet Russia’s. 


He holds that the only vic- 


tor in the cold war so far is 


Germany, whose industrialists 


shrewdly used the Soviet-Amer- 
ican tension as a lever for 
avoiding the preakup of the 
cartels which financed Hitler. 
An ardent admirer of the 
President, Mr. Carr credits him 
with a deep determination to 
secure peace. In general he 
blames the atmosphere created 
by hostile congressmen and 
newspapers for such Truman 
measures as our China policy, 
which he considers inconsistent 
with a long-range peace plan. 
His own recipe for peace calls 
for a-Fair Deal-New Deal pro- 
gram at home, to make pos- 
sible a high-level economy not 
dependent upon huge arma- 
ments outlays; a long-range for- 
eign aid program; a sustained 
effort to encourage genuinely 
popular leaders abroad, instead 
of getting tied up with every 
reactionary who comes along; 
and a willingness to negotiate 
differences with the Soviet 


Union whenever Moscow is 


willing.

World. A second, third and 
fourth novel confirm the orig- 
inal verdict of press and public; 
that Halliday has a rare and 
sensitive talent; that he is at 
one and the same time the lit- 
erary spokesman of his age and 
an interpreter of the ageless 
discontent and mad longings of 
youth. 

In but a short time, however, 
Halliday can hardly be dis- 
tinguished from one of his own 
characters. He and Jere—the 
witty, enchanting and madcap 
helpmeet—race back and forth 
across the Atlantic, stage Ro- 
man routs in Deauville and 
Hollywood, become the familiars

This is really the crux of the 
matter. If the artist is really 
dedicated he is impregnable to 
all the seductions of the bitch- 
goddess success. And Halliday, 
knowing this too well, also 
seems to know that he can 
never recapture that first, fine

INCE quitting his editor's 

job at Doubleday some‘ 10 

years ago, Thomas B. Cos- 
tain:h&s been dishing up plat- 
ters of seventeenth and eight- 
eenth century European adven- 
ture (“The Black Rose,” “The 
Moneyman,” etc.), gererously 
garnished with passion. 

Now comes Mr. Costain’s 
sixth book and an unsuspected 
versatility. For one thing “Son 
of a Hundred Kings” is set in 
Canada during the 1890s. For 
another, nowhere in the book is 
seduction threatened, attempted 
or executed. This is an unusual- 
ly proper novel, 

Instead of a swashbuckling 
dandy Mr. Costain’s hero is a 
Canadian immigrant. And far 
from being intent on accumu- 
lating an empire, young Ludar 
Prentice simply wants to write 
well on a newspaper, marry the 
girl next door, and repay the 
town that befriended him. 


At’ six.Ludar crosses the At- 
lantic all alone from Halifax to 
Balfour, Ontario. All anyone 
really knows of him is the sign 
his witchy Aunt Callie had sewn 
on his back: “This is Ludar 
Prentice. He has no money. He 
is going to his father, Vivien 
Prentice at Balfour, Ontario. 
BE KIND TO HIM.” When Lu- 
dar arrives in Balfour his 
father is dead, a suicide, and a 
daydreaming woodworker 
named William Christian takes 
the boy home from the ,rail- 
road station. Hungry old Tilly 
Christian says the boy can stay 
only until they get money from 
his relatives for his passage 
back to England. Her heart 
melts though, especially when 
a sensationalist from the local

paper starts talking to “the 
boy” and illogically decides he 
is the misplaced heir to a great 
British fortune. Tilly and the 
town, for good and bad reasons, 
send more and more money to 
an unscrupulous lawyer over- 
seas in hopes of establishing 
the lad’s rich background. 
x * * 

Y the time Mr. Costain has 
B eeties this matter of Lu- 

dar’s heredity, the fellow is 
21 years old, a friend of the 
wealthiest people in Balfour, a 
promising newspaper man, in 
love with his editor’s daughter, 
mixed up in a murder case and 
happily cleared. A big-city re- 
porter covering the murder digs 
up the truth of Ludar’s early 
childhood, and the béy and the 
town learn the unpleasant facts. 
His mother was a cook. His 
father was a renegade. And 
that’s where Mr. Costain gets 
the title for his novel. 

Ludar was not of nobility, 
but as the line from Kipling 
says, “Duke’s son—cook’s son 
—Son of a hundred kings.” We 
are all sons of kings if you 
trace our descent from Adam 
and Eve, progenitors of all the 
world’s royalty. 

The book is light in geo- 
graphical color, and since every- 
one is envisioned through Lu- 
dar’s eyes (the boy’s almost too 
good to be true), the chief 
characters lean toward the 
saintly side. Generally speak- 
ing, the book could have been 
200 pages shorter, particularly 
at the start in order to liven 
up the story. 

But back to Mr. Costain’s 
skill. This Canadian-born au- 
thor writes with a professional 
high polish, and the smooth 
finish on this November Liter- 
ary Guild selection should be 
enough to divert one’s attention 
~—most of the time—from the 
dull spots inside.

WtHIS is the vivid story of a 

few tough and tireless ad-

After the -contestants had 
spoken on the same day or suc- 
cessive days in Chicago and 
Springfield, Lincoln challefiged 
Douglas to “divide time and ad- 
dress the same _ audiences.” 
Douglas agreed and proposed 
one joint debate at a prominent 
place in each congressional dis- 
trict except those of Chicago 
and Springfield, where each 
had spoken. 

Accordingly the details were 
set. One man would speak for 


an hour. The other would reply + 


for an hour and‘a half. The 
first would conclude in a half 
hour. The opening speaker 
would alternate from one de- 
bate to the next. 

The seven communities and 
the dates chosen were: Ottawa, 
Aug. 21; Freeport, Aug. 27; 
ae Sept. 15; Charles- 

n, Sept. 18; Galesburg, Oct. 
7; Quincy, Oct. 13, and Alton, 
‘Oct. 15. From the outset the 
significance of the debates was 
apparent to politicians, to news- 
paper editors and to the people, 
who attended in droves. A typi- 
cal crowd was that at Charles- 
ton, flat prairie town, on which 
some 12,000 visitors converged.

HEN it was The Present, 
We eighteenth century 

produced a junglé of liter- 
ature, objets d’art, engrossing 
men and things. That produc- 
tivity has abated little. It is 
still, for instance, making many 
books. 

One of the latest, by T. H. 
White, who wrote “The Sword 
in Stone,” is called “The Age 
of Scandal, An Excursion 
Through a Minor Period,” a 
book of some “‘bottom,” as Sam- 
uel Johnson might well have 
said had he seen fit to praise 
it. (if a man had “bottom,” he 
was fundamentally sound, i.e. 
courageous, reckless, sensible, 
artful—to-be-reckoned-with.) 

I found the book a delight- 
ful rummage through a cen- 
tury, which offers to anyone in- 
terested, one of the greatest 
chances to potter and muse 
upon many things, from Dr. 
Johnson's cat,“ Hodge, through 
the Hell Fire club to wood- 
carving in the manner of Grin- 
ling Gibbons. The scandals of 
the Age of Scandal were as 
elaborate and artful as a Grin- 
ling Gibbons overmantel piece, 
although perhaps not as neat. 

Indeed, in a way, these scan- 
dals were summed up by Ho- 
garth, several of whose satiri- 
cal-moral drawings embellish 
the book. Gin Lane, one of his 
most famous, is rightly here—a 
picture of alcoholism in a dirty 
London street-full of the 
English Mob.

This cut, amounting to $1,113,- 
478 as of Dec. 31, 1948, repre- 
sents the effect of placing the 
company on the modern “original 
cost” basis of valuation. 

There is no immediate prospect 
of any change in charges to 
water consumers, as no rate case 
is pending or contemplated. The 
commission apparently has found 
no showing on which to propose 
a rate slash, nor has the com- 
pany sought to get higher rates. 
The valuation was determined in 
a proceeding limited to the orgi- 
nal cost finding, which will sim- 
plify future checking and regula- 
tion of charges to customers. 

Under the company’s recorded 
accounts for 1948 its “return” or 
profit for the security holders 
was about 5.11 per cent on net or 
fully depreciated plant, or 4.74 
per cent under the state commis- 
sion’s Order 38A method. Upon 
application of the changes or- 
dered by the commission the re- 
turn would figure at about 5.61 
per cent on net plant or 5.12 per 
cent ‘under Order 338A. 

Serves Suburban Area. 

St. Louis County Water ~Co., 
which serves most of the subur- 
ban area of St. Louis, is owned 
by Charles S. Mott of Flint, 
Mich. In recent years, with the 
large expansion of the suburban 
residential districts, it has fol- 
lowed the policy of not paying 


dividends but plowing its earn-| 
into | 


ings, plus borrowed money, 
expanded plant facilities. 
The slash in valuation repre- 
sents mainly the difference be- 
tween original cost and recorded 
or book costs of property used in 
the water service. In some items 
the outmoded method of repro- 
duction cost was followed in 
building up the account in the 
past. 
In others the cost. of purchase 
of smaller water systems was 
adopted, .and, under former 
methods of accounting, such costs 
sometimes allowed for such 
things.as “going value” or pro- 
motion expense, which are not 
allowed in the rate-making 
process now.

URGING CO-OPS BE TAXED 


A resolution condemning ad- 
vantages of tax-exempt co-opera- 
tive enterprises which operate 
businesses in competition with 
free enterprise institutions has 
been adopted by the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, it was announced yester- 
day. ' 

The resolution urged that tax 
laws be revised to remove the tax 
advantages of such enterprises, 
provided that sympathetic consid- 
eration be given to the tax status 
of charitable and educational or- 


_|ganizations. The resolution also 


provided that neo effort be made 
by the chamber to distinguish be- 
tween “classes of so-called tax

A wholesale electric contract 
between Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri and its wholly-owned 
Illinois subsidiary, Union Electric 
Power Co., effective -since’ last 
July 1, has resulted in no savings 
or losses affecting customers, the 
Post-Dispatch learned yesterday. 

A state investigation of the 
reasonableness of rates charged 
consumers by the parent Missouri 
company, ordered more than five 
years ago, has not been pressed. 
However, that inquiry has. not . 
been abandoned. Action under it 
was deferred by the Missouri pub- 
lic. Service Commission pending 
settlement of a Federal Power 
Commission checkup on the 
wholesale interstate charges. 

The FPC ordered 
April 1, 1947, was terminated last 
July 25 withcut attracting general 
public attention, FPC approved 
the new contract, under which 
Union of Missouri obtains the 
greater part of its power. J. W. 
McAfee, president of the system, 
told the Post-Dispatch that vir- 
tually no change in the cost of 
the wholesale supply had resulted 
from: this substitution of a single 
relatively simple agreement for a 
whole set of rather complicated 
old ones. 

Equivalent to Purchase ‘at Cost. 
McAfee described the new. con- 

tract as equivalent to purchase 
at cost. The effect of the terms is 
to allow for carrying charges on 
the investment as well as out-of- 
pocket production costs. 

If FPC had found occasion to 
order any material reduction in 
the interstate wholesale rates, the 
result could. have been to force a 
cut in the charges to customers of 
Union of Missouri. 

“The change has. made little 
difference so far,” said McAfee. 
“In the long run, however, it 
might work out more favorably 
for the Illinois company. I think 
the FPC men felt the old con- 
tracts were unfavorable to the 
Illinois company in dry years, 
when output of its Keokuk (Ia.) 
dam was limited. Maintenance 
and carrying charges and pos- 
sibly some other elements were 
not being adequately compen- 
sated for in times of low water, 
and the reverse might have been 
true in times of plenty of water. 

“The Illinois subsidiary’s earn- 
ings. in recent years have been 
consistently at a somewhat lower 
level than the Missouri com- 
pany’s.” 

12-Month Earnings. 

For the 12-month period ended 
Oct. 31, McAfee related, Union of 
Missouri had an earning of 6.76 
per cent on its net, or depreci- 
ated, plant investment, while the 
Illinois subsidiary had 6.07 per 
cent. Certain coming _adjust- 
ments of operations probably will 
cut the parent concern’s earning 
to about 6.5 per cent on net 

plant, he predicted. 

In Illinois, the public regula- 
tory tendency is toward using net 
plant as the rate-making base, 
that is, investment in facilities at 
their original cost, less the ac- 
cumulated depreciation reserve. 
Missouri has used a method of 
partial offset of this reserve, un- 
der its Order 38A. By that 
methdd, McAfee said, the Mis- 
souri company’s earning was 6.06 
per cent, but the Illinois com- 
pany’s would have been 5.23 per 
cent if the Order 38A device 
were applied there. Heretofore, 
the Missouri commission has re- 
garded an earning of 6.5 per cent 
under .Order 38A as reasonable, 
but there have been signs of late 
of some tendency toward a less 
liberal allowance.

BOULDER, Colo., Nov. 4 (AP)

Some thought that Christy 
Mathewson of the New York 
Giants, with whom Alexander 
hooked up in many a classic duel, 
was as good, but that is an argu- 
ment that will never be settled. 
Suffice to say that Alex, with his 
whip-lash curve and perfect con- 
trol, was one of the toughest an- 
tagonists a batter ever faced. 


The Records Fall. 


He won 30 or more games in 
three consecutive years, 1915-17, 
for the Phillies, a feat achieved 
only by one other pitcher, 
Mathewson, in this century. Al- 
though he never hurled a no- 
hitter, he set an all-time record 
by racking’ up four one-hit vic- 
tories in 1915. 

He pitched 696 games for 
three national league teams, the 
Phillies, Chicago Cubs and St. 
Louis Cardinals, and won 373 of 
them. He led the national league 
in number of complete games 
pitched for six years.~ He set a 
national league earned-run mark 
of 1.22 for pitchers working in 
250 innings or more. 

In 1916, when he _ perhaps 
reached his peak, he scored an 
amazing total of 16 shutouts. 
Batters who faced him at that 
period of his greatness said that 


lacked very little of being as fast 
as Walter Johnson. In his big 
league lifetime “Old Pete,” as he 
came to be known affectionately, 
blanked his opponents 90 times— 
another record. 

In Hall of Fame. 


In 1938, when at 51 he still 
was pitching an occasional game 
for the House of David or some 
other independent club, he was 
voted into. baseball’s Hall of 
Fame at Cooperstown, N.Y. He 
was the fourth pitcher to achieve 
that honor, only Mathewson, 
Johnson and Cy Young having 
preceded him into the honored 
precincts. He was the ninth play- 
of the modern era to be en- 
shrined at Cooperstown. 


“Alex the Great” was born at 
St. Paul, Neb., Feb. 26, 1887, and 
had only the briefest minor 
league experience before joining 
the Phillies and becoming an 
overnight sensation. After seven 
brilliant years with Philadelphia, 
he and his battery mate, Bill Kil- 
lifer,..were sold to the Chicago 
Cubs for $55,000 and _ several 
players — a sensational price at 
that time. 

He pitched the opening game 
of the 1918 season for the Cubs, 
but the world war was on and he 
went to France with.the A.E.F, 
He rose to the rank of sergeant. 
He came back to the Cubs and 
pitched through eight brilliant 
seasons at Wrigley Field before 
he began to lose his mastery_and 
was sent to the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals on waivers in 1926. 

The Lazzeri Strikeout. 

It was then, when “Old Pete” 
supposedly had reached the twi- 
light of his career, that he made 
a sensational comeback that cul- 
minated in the most romantic sin- 
gle incident of his life. Picked up 
by St. Louis as.a discard in June 
of ’°26, he won 12 games while 
losing 10 in the regular season 
and then pitched two victories 
over the New York Yankees in the

NCE each year, at this season, we foregather with our 
neighbors at the little one-room Elm Grove School for 
that time-honored institution, the “pie supper.”

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| New York City's Chief Toxicologist Has Trapped : 
Scores of Killers Through His Brilliant Work as 
Test-Tube Detective—N ever Visits Crime Scene

N the mad scramble by writers 

of mystery fiction to come up 

with a different kind of detec- 
tive, it is odd that none of them 
has patterned his fiction hero aft- 
er Prof. Alexander O. Gettler. 

Professor of chemistry at New 
York University, he is chief toxi- 
cologist of New York City and 
head of the chemical laboratory 
of the medical examiner’s office. 
Recognized as the outstanding 
authority on poisons, his work as 
a test-tube detective has trapped 
scores of murderers, but he never 
has been to the scene of a crime 
and itis doubtful ‘if he could get 
by the cop guarding the front 
door if he did try. He is virtu- 
ally unknown to the public, few. 
police officials ever have seen 
him, and his courtroom appear- 
ances in murder cases are rare. 

Yet Dr. Gettler is no ivory- 
tower professor working on ab- 
struse theories. He likes nothing 
better than tacklifig ‘a problem 
where police are certain they 
know the identity of the mur- 
derer but cannot obtain sufficient 
evidence. He has solved many 
such cases by establishing new 
techniques and new procedures 
that have become the accepted 
standards for toxicologists the 
world over. 


Abraham Becker was positive 
that he had committed the per- 
fect murder when he bashed in 
the skull of his fat wife, Jennie, 
and then buried her in a pit filled 
with a corrosive alkali. He was 
not a.man without feelings, and 
on Jennie’s last night on earth 
he had taken her to a party 
where he sat on the arm of her 
chair and tenderly stuffed her 
with the titbits She loved so 
much. On the way home from 
the party he murdered her. 

When neighbors began asking 
questions about Jennie, he blithe- 
ly walked into the nearest police 
station and reported her missing. 
Jennie, he explained, had run 
away with another man. He had 
a telegram from her as proof. 
Beckey still wasn't worried when 
some six months later police dug 
up her body from the pit and pro- 
duced witnesses who identified 
him as the man who had sent the 
telegram. His reason soon be- 
came quite evident. Nobody could 
identify the corpse found in the 
pit because the body was cor- 
roded from the alkali, and Beck- 
er most positively denied that it 
was Jennie. 

Dr. Gettler was asked to see 
what chemistry could do in the 
way of identification. He called 
for various organs of the body. 
The alkali had not completely 
destroyed the stomach and he 
found that the woman had eaten 
grapes, figs, and almonds shortly 
before she was murdered. Detec- 
tives questioned the woman at 
whose home' Mrs. Becker had 
been the night she disappeared, 
She said the only refreshments 
she had served that night had 
been grapes, figs, and almonds, 
The court accepted the identifi- 
cation of the woman in the pit as 
Mrs. Becker.

He said that Becker, on the way 
home from the party, had feigned

Born in Austria in 1883, 
he was. brought to this country at 
the age of 5, and graduated from 
the schools of the city, including 
City College. .To support himself 
while he studied for his master’s 
degree and later for his doctor- 
ate in chemistry, he was a ticket 
agent at the Municipal Ferry at 
the Battery from midnight to 8 
a.m., and then attended classes. 


‘His own entry into the field of 
toxicology was by accident rather 
than design. Upon graduation 
from Columbia University with 
his Ph.D. degree, he was ap- 
pointed as an instructor in bio- 
che at the New York Uni- 
versity Medical ool. To aug- 
ment his. income, he also took a 


post as a chemist with the Depart- 


ment of Hospitals laboratory 1lo- 
cated in the morgue building of 
Bellevue Hospital.

Since there are some 6000 
autopsies a year in New York

was enormous. But the young 
chemist, who preferred to work 
in shirt sleeves rather than don 
a robe, did not let the influx of 
work upset him. Instead, with 
the usual cigar gripped between 
his teeth, he set out to discover 
short cuts, hew to cut down on 
the time of tests, and how to 
eliminate tedious operations. The 
list of short cuts he has since dis- 
covered and published for other 
toxicologists to follow would fill 
a good-sized book.

URING the years that fol- 

lowed, many other theories 

were advanced such as that ex- 
treme whiteness of the body indi- 
eated drowning, or that water in 
the stomach was an infallible sign. 
These, and others, proved equally 
useless. Dr. Gettler realized fully 
that a clever murderer could sim- 
ulate every one of the signs used 
by doctors to indicate drowning. 

Another series of experiments 
had been conducted with the 
blood in the heart but these, too, 
fell by the wayside because they 
proved unreliable. The heart can 
be com d to two one-way 
streets. Blood enters the left side 
of the heart from the lungs and 
then circulates through the body 
until it finally reaches the right 
side of the heart and is pumped 
back into the lungs to be purified 
and started on its round trip 
again. Dr. Gettler became inter- 
ested in this approach to the 
problem because at least it in- 
volved a scientific fact in the way 
the heart operates. He knew that 
a drowning person gets water into 
his lungs because of his auto- 
matic attempts to breathe, and 
that some of this water is ab- 
sorbed by the blood which is in 
the lungs and enters the left side 
of the heart. Death occurs before 
the watered blood can circulate 
through the body and reach the 
right -side of the heart. This 
meant. that only the blood in the 
left side of the heart would be 
affected. 

As Dr. Gettler sat at his old- 
fashioned roll-top desk, puffing 
away at a cigar and staring with 
unseeing eyes at his 


with what he believed was the 
answer to the problem. The salt 
content of blood in. both the left 
and right chambers of the heart 
is the same, about 450 milligrams 
to each 100 cubic centimeters of 
blood. He reasoned that the wa-

A grocery 
store was near the pond and 
the owner was interviewed. He 
— his head and said that 
an and boy, he was familiar with 
the pond for over 50 years and it 
always had been fresh water as 
far as he knew. Suddenly he 
broke away, went downstairs, and 
came up with an empty barrel. 
Just a few days before the pond 
froze he had dumped the con- 
tents of fhat barrel into the pond. 
The barrel formerly contained 
salt that had become contam- 
inated. As Dr. Gettler had re- 
ported, the boy had drowned in 
salt water. , 

The chemical detective then 
turned his attention to the ques- 
tion of bodies found in fire- 
gutted buildings. Had victims 
died during fires, or were the 
blazes cover ups for murder? 

Again retiring to his roll-top 
desk, he started with the scien- 
tific fact that fire causes smoke, 
and smoke contains carbofh mon- 
oxide which is absorbed by the 
blood. If a person were trapped 
alive in a burning building then, 
he reasoned, there should be car- 
bon monoxide in his blood. He 
analyzed the blood of those who 
had died under normal conditions 
and found less than 1 per cent 
of carbon monoxide present, al- 
though in the case of street clean- 
ers and traffic officers who in- 
hale fumes from passing cars, the 
figure rose to as high as 5 per. 
cent. The carbon-monoxide blood 
content of known fire victims 
ranged from 20 to 40 per cent. 

From here on Dr. Gettler was 
up against the problem of wheth- 
er carbon monoxide could enter 
blood after death. The bodies of 
three nameless Bowery derelicts, 
destined for a pine-box burial in 
Potters Field, were placed in 
three specially constructed metal 
boxes. All three had the normal 
amount of carbon monoxide in 
their blood. 

Illuminating gas, which con- 
tains carbon monoxide, then was 
pumped into the coffins, which 
were sealed for periods as long 
as 48 hours, Another analysis 
then was made of their blood, and 
practically no changes were 
found, establishing that carbon 
monoxide did not enter the body 
after death. In appreciation of 
their assist to science, the three 
derelicts were buried with pomp 
and luxury in their metal caskets.

HE new test was put to imme- 
diate use. Three charred bodies 
were found in the wreckage 
after a rooming house fire in 
Brooklyn. The body of the land- 
lady was on the inside stairs

The county prosecutor ordered 
an autopsy and the local medical 
examiner, who had no toxicolog- 
ical laboratory, decided to have 
the organs analyzed by a chemist 
who. never had done toxicological 
work. The chemist reported that 
he found traces of cyanide in the 
brain but none in the stomach 
contents. The woman Was ar- 
rested, charged with murdering 
her husband and giving him cy- 
anide in a capsule. 


A copy of the report was shown 
to Dr. Gettler who said that since 
cyanide is one of the fastest-act- 
ing poisons known, usually killing 
a person within two are three 
minutes, then at least 80 per cent 
of the poison stil] should have 
been in the man’s stomach.’ If a 
person had inhaled the vapors 
while working with the chemicals, 
as in clearing a boiler, then. 
traces would be found in, the 
brain and none in the stomach. 
Dr, Gettler asked for a sample of 
the stomach contents to make his 
own analysis but was told all had. 
been used up. He was summoned 
as an expert by the woman’s at- 
torneys. : 

The local chemist ehanged his 
testimony after Dr. Gettler testi- 
fied. Where he previously said 
that he had made only one test 
of the stomach contents and had 
found no cyanide, he took the 
stand again and said he had made 
50 separate tests but had failed 
to fimd any cyanide in the stom- 
ach because of an error in his 
tests. Even so, he insisted, he 
now was certain-that cyanide had 
been present in the stomach. A 
jury réquired less than 30 min- 
utes to return with a not-guilty 
verdict.

LTHOUGH Dr. Gettler is not 
A: physician, medical societies 

honored him om two occasions 
for his exhibits. In 1931, the Amer- 
ican Medical Association at its 
convention in Philadelphia 
awarded him its silver medal for 
his exhibit on radium poisoning. 
Dr. Gettler did the toxicological 
work for Dr. Harrison Martland, 
medical ‘examiner of Essex 
county, New Jersey, which proved 
that several dozen girls who were 
employed in a factory painting 
radium dials on watches had been 
poisoned by moistening the tips 
of the brushes with their tongues. 
As a result, brushes were elim- 
inated from such factories and 
new methods of painting the ra- 
dium dials were started, saving 
hundreds of other girls from a 
similar fate. Two years later the 
American Society of Clinical 
Pathologists awarded him a medal 
for toxicological exhibits. 

One of Dr. Gettler’s great 
ipeeves is the super-duper hero on 
the radio who in five minutes 
can analyze anything and tell you 
what poison was used. A chem- 
ical analysis will take anywhere 
from three days to a week and 
quite often may take months.

The oldest maxim associated 
with our family, handed down 
from one of our ancient.

Woe betide the Hollywood pro- 
ducer who calls a scoundrel by 
our blessed name!

The Smiths have a _ favorite 
cliche when it comes to discuss- 
ing the origin of their name. I 
never knew a Smith who didn’t 
at one time or another, spring it 
on me; and I in turn spring it on 
others. Here, in 1950, it pops up 
on an advertising postal card ad- 
dressed to a John J. Smith in the 
Bronx. Printed on the back of 
the card is this message: 

“Dear Mr. Smith: 


“A long time ago everyone was 
named Smith. As each commit- 
ted a sin, he was compelled to 
take another name. Today only a 
few of us Smiths are left. See 
Roy C. Smith for your new car.” 

The average Smith looks with 
considerable distaste on anyone 
bearing the name Smyth, or 
Smythe. 

A Smith can tolerate 4. person 
with any one of the many foreign 
variants of his surname, but he is 
somehow contemptuous of Smyths, 
just as he is inclined to be an- 
tagonistic toward hyphenated 
Smiths. 


It appears to be almost inherent 
in a Smith to believe that a 
Smyth was originally a Smith and 
changed the spelling for the sake 
of haughtiness. This cleavage be- 
tween Smith and Smyth becomes 
all the more curious when we con- 
sider that many s will snarl 
at you if you address them as 
Smith. 


But there are some excellent : 


people in the world named Smyth. 
Among them is a man we would 
dearly love to have using an “i” 
instead of a “y” in the middle of 
his surname—Henry De Wolf 
Smyth, the physics professor of 
Princeton who is sometimes called 
“Mr. Atom.” ‘ 

He is a top scientist involved 
in the Atomic Energy program

and he was picked to write the 
first official history of the Man- 
hattan District wartime atomic 
bomb project. His book was re- 
leased a few days after the big 
egg was dropped on Hiroshima 
and was widely known as the 
Smyth report. 

I wrote to Prof. Smyth seeking 
his thoughts on the subject of 
Smith versus Smyth. I am in- 
formed that he carried the letter 
around in his coat pocket for a 
month. : 

Now-and then he’d drag it out 
and look at it again and compose 
himself for some deep thinking, 
but always a film of heavy hydro- 
gen would choose that moment to 
envelop his mind, 7 

At last he handed the letter 
over to Mrs. Smyth and asked her 
to answer it. In a way I'm glad 
he did, for her letter contained 
the following eloquent paragraph: 

“The sad truth is that we can- 
not think of anything of the 
slightest use to you in this dismal 
business of being called Smyth. 
From our lonely island we look 
across at all the happy, carefree 
people called Smith cavorting on 
the mainland, untroubled by 
those who misunderstand and mis- 
spell. It must be a wonderful life.”

When Pike county was lawless, 
Roy Conway was an upstanding 
citizen of Pikeville, a deacon of 
the Presbyterian church, success- 
ful‘in the furniture business, fill- 
ing a place in public affairs, and 
active in Democratic politics. He 
served in the Legislature for two 
years, 1936 and 1937, and ran for 
the Senate in 1940 but was de- 
feated. After that he served four 
years in the Army: His wife was 
a homebody, content with devot- 
ing herself to the upbringing of 
their four young daughters. 

As an effective speaker, taking 
part in all campaigns,: Conway 
was well known throughout the 
county. When a demand arose for 
law énforcement he was picked 
as the man to do it. He won the 


primary, which,was equivalent to 


election. One of the opposing 
candidates, Ira Deskins, filed a 
contest but was unsuccessful. So 
at the beginning of the year Con- 
way, then 43, became the law 
along the Big Sandy. 


It was going to be war and he 
prepared for it. His first step 
was to surround himself with 
honest and capable deputies. Dep- 
uty sheriffs up to that time had 
not been impressive and had not 
earned much respect. Sheriff Con- 
way would change that. He re- 
cruited his force mainly from the 
peace officers of the big cval 
mining companies, one from each 
magistrate district, fearless men 
who were feared because as 
“company men” they, on occasion, 
performed their duties ruthlessly. 
It was Conway’s notion that if 
they were uniformed, somewhat 
like the state patrol, they would 
command greater . respect. He 
decked them out in gray, with 
campaign hats and caps. Shoulder 
patches identified each of them as 
a Deputy Sheriff, Pike county, Ky.

Widow of Murdered Peace Officer, 
Appointed to His Job, Rounds Up 
Killers, Sends Them to Jail for 
Life — Strictly Enforces All Laws 


In the search for clues, a Ger- 
man 8 mm. rifle was found. Some 
of the neighbors had heard a 
metallic clank after the shot was 
fired. The gun had apparently 
been thrown from the roof of a 
small nearby building, from which 
point the shot.was assumed to 
have been fired, as indicated by 
scuff marks made in climbing. 


In the soft earth were foot- 
prints made by tennis shoes. 
These, with other. circumstantial 
evidence, were later to convict 
the killers. At the moment they 
gave scent to a bloodhound 
brought from Jenkins... It. trailed 
to the bank of Levisa creék, 
where the water had been en- 
tered to kill the scent. The ma- 
neuver served a contrary pur- 
pose, for when the shoes were 
later found their wetness helped 
to fix guilt on their wearers. 


The Vandovers, suspected be- 
cause they had made threats, were 
picked up the. next morning. In 
the apartment where they had 
spent the night, two pairs of wet 
tennis: shoes were found which 
perfectly fitted the tracks at the 
Subse- 
quently the shoes were. identified 
by the FBI with a plaster cast. of 
the footprints. 

Found also: in the. apartment 
was a broken-down double-bar- 
reled shotgun inclosed in a pair 
of blue denim pants the legs of 
which were.damp, two .38 S. & W. 


Special revolvers, with ammunl- 
tion for all the weapons, includ- 
ing a German rifle. The car- 
tridges for the German rifle had 
been blunted so that they would 
expand on contact. Such a bul- 
let had been used in the killing 
of Conway. 


The German rifle was identi- 
fied as having been stolen from 
the home of Abb Irick, who sent 
it from Germany when he was in 
World War II. 

There was other incriminating 
evidence concerning movements 
of the two men prior to the kill- 
ing and self-involving statements 
that they had made. 

For the funeral of Roy Conway 
the Presbyterian Church and 
yard were filled. The hymn that 
was sung was one of those that 
the Conway family had sung at 
their home the night that he was 
killed, “What a Friend We Have 
in Jesus.” The Rev. Lynn B. 
Rankin said: “I hope that Roy 
Conway's death. will not have 
been in vain but that someone 
will step into his footsteps and 
carry out the campaign he has 
so vigorously launched.” 
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RS. CONWAY had already 
been urged to take her hus- 
band’s: place. She had hesi- 
tated but the words of the minis- 
ter helped her decide. After her 
husband had been interred at 
Mrs... Conway's tamily home in

adjoining Letcher county, she 
went before County Clerk Bessie 
R. Arnold and although she had 
to be supported as she stood 
through the brief ceremony, she 
firmly said: “I will try to do my 
duty and be a good officer.” 

Implicit in the statement was 
the vow that as sheriff she would 
bring to justice the men who had 
killed her husband. 

With such proof as had been 
collected against the Vandovers, 
and the impetus.led by Mrs. Cone 
way's appointment to fill out her 
husband’s term, indictments were 
soon returned and the brothers 
were brought to trial. During the 
week’s ordeal Mrs. Conway was 
constantly at her post of duty 
as sheriff of Pike county. . She 
and her deputies assisted the com- 
monwealth in assembling the wit- 
nesses and presenting the proof. 

She felt it no less than fitting 
that she had her four daughters 
with her in court when the jury, 
after being out only 47 minutes, 
brought in a verdict of guilty and 
a recommendation to the court 
that they be sentenced for life. 
Five of the jurors had voted at 
first for the death penalty but 
had. been won over to the milder 


‘sentence. 


With that first and most impor- 
tant duty discharged, Mrs. Con- 
way took up the routine duties of 
the office where her husband had 
laid them down. Her orders to her 
deputies were the same that her 
husband had given: “Enforce the 
laws.” They are doing that now 
with such effectiveness that the 
moonshiners, gamblers and boot- 
leggers have at least been driven , 
underground.

His salary soon was reduced 20 
per cent, but he stuck and pres- 
ently was chief announcer at $15 
a week.

HERE is a faintly nostalgic 

air about the J. Withnell Hager 

house on Mason road that is 
exceedingly soothing and refresh- 
ing in this hectic era. Patterned 
after those early colonial houses 
built along the James river in 
Virginia and surrounded by beau- 
tiful, rolling countryside, this 
house has a calm dignity coupled 
with a gracious informality that 
is all too rarely to be met with 
today. 

A charming little brick-paved 
courtyard surrounded by a low 
wall, has a short flight of steps 
and a brick walk leading to the 
entrance doorway. The house it- 
self has a center section of red 
brick with low, flanking er of 
white clapboard in the traditional 
colonial style. A simple white 
pedimented doorway with eagle- 
topped. lanterns at either side 
serves as the main entrance to 
the house. : 

The interior has a delightfully 
casual country feeling that seems 
deceptively easy to achieve but 
which is really extremely® hard 
to come by. Such an effect can 
only be created through the ex- 
penditure of a great deal of time 
and thought, plus that intangible 
quality known as “taste.” One 
has the feeling, here, that each 
object, down to the tiniest ash- 
tray, has been chosen with ex- 
treme care and yet the over-all 
impression is one of unstudied 
ease. 

The small, central entrance 
hall, which divides the two wings 
of the house, serves as introduc- 
tion to the rooms beyond. Against 
a gaily patterned floral paper 
stands a fine old English chest, 
flanked by side chairs covered 
in lime green velveteen. , Above 
the chest are framed coats-of- 
arms and at either side hang 
interesting hurricane lamps in 
iron brackets, This combination 
of, fine old antiques, interesting 
accessories, and fresh, country 
decor is repeated over and over 


‘again throughout the house.

ATCHING halls, at either side 


of this entrance hall serve as. 


introduction to the two wings 
of the house. To the left is the 
living and service wing; to the 
right the‘ bedrooms. Both halls 
are payered in a boldly striped 
green and white paper. The hall 
to the left, which leads to the liv- 


' {ng section of the house has doors 


opening into the living room, the 
room, and the service wing. 


The living room is a gracefully 


proportioned room, extending 
across the back of the house, 
with floor to ceiling windows of 


the Southern Colonial type. These - 


open onto a veranda. The entire 
color scheme of the room is taken 


from the drapery fabric which — 


has a brown background softly 


patterned in tones of off white 
and muted yellow greens. This 
same material, quilted, is used on 
most of the chairs in the room, 
creating a feeling of: continuity 
that is usually hard to achieve in 
a room of these proportions. The 
walls are the same brown tone of 
the fabric and the hand-hooked 
rugs, especially made in Canada, 
again repeat the brown and white 
theme. 


The simple white colonial man- 
tel is given added interest through 
the tile facing in soft greenish 
yellow... Opposite this fireplace is 
a huge sofa covered in an in- 
teresting nubby fabric in the 
same greenish yellow tone, while 
matching wing chairs done in the 
brown print stand at either side. 


It is a little difficult to get 
the “lived-in” quality of this room 
down in print by a bare descrip- 
tion of its contents, Of outstand- 
ing importance is the huge old 
round-topped “rent” table with its 
multiplicity of drawers and swivel 
top, similar to one owned by 
Thomas Jefferson. At either side 
of the door leading to the ve- 
randa, are a pair of Adam con- 
soles with antique mirrors above. 
A colonial secretary keeps its 
wood doors spread wide to reveal 
fine old volumes and interesting 
bibelots.. A tea caddy is used to 
hold fresh flowers from the gar- 
den; a hanging shelf houses a 
collection of cups; plates with 
hunting motifs serve as ash trays 
and each item adds its bit to the 
over-all charm.

HIS: seems an _ obvious 
metaphor,” writes the cor- 
respondent who inquires 
for the origin of the phrase TO 
MELT LIKE WAX, “but somehow 
it rings a bell as if echoing some 
old saying. Can you tell me who 
first thought. of subjects such as 
objections or anger melting like 
wax?” 

Of course the melting of wax 
was a phenomenon more univer- 
sally observed or more frequently 
observed in past centuries, when 
candles were the most familiar’ 
means of lighting. And so “melt- 
ing’ and “moulding” came nat- 
urally as metaphors into common 
speech. Shakespeare used it in al- 
lusion to life, as follows: 

“Life, which bleeds away, even 
as a form of wax 

“Resolveth from his figure 
*gainst the fire?” 

Throughout literature, however, 
it is the HEART that makes the 
most popular subject of this fig- 
ure of speech. This started as the 
following simile quoted from 
Psalms: xxii, 14: 

“My heart is like wax; it is 
melted in the midst of my 
bowels.” 

The heart as wax was, of course, 
a subject irrestible to poets, and 
they made the most of it in allu- 
sion to amour! Byron wrote: 

“Wis heart was one of those 
which must enamour us, 

“Wax to receive, and marble to 
retain.” 

This is reminiscent. of Cer- 
vantes, Spanish contemporary of 
Shakespeare, whose “La Gitan- 
illa” includes these lines: “My 
heart is wax to be moulded as 
she pleases, but enduring as Mar- 
ble to retain.” ee

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BAREFOOT PILGRIMAGE TO 
TORTUGAS MTS. DEC. 10 


Many Tegua Indians from the 
tiny village of -Tortugas, four 
miles south of Las Cruces, New 
Mexico, will make the barefoot 


pilgrimage to the top of Tortugas 
mountain during the feast of the 
Virgin of Guadalupe Dec. 10-12, 
Hhe feast is one of the oldest re- 
ligious celebrations on the North 
American continent and will be 
celebrated for the 419th time in 
many churches of Mexico and the 
Rio Grande Valley. 

The feast is one of the oldest re- 
nificance this year since it. coin- 
cides with the Papal announce- 
ment that the dogma of the bodily 
assumption of the Virgin Mary 
into heaven has been accepted by 
the Catholic Church. The Tortu- 
gas celebration is woven around 
this belief but stems mainly from 
the appearance of the Virgin 
Mary to a Mexican sheepherder 
in 1531. 

The image used in the Tegua 
Indian celebration is a reproduc- 
tion of the picture which was 
found imprinted in the sheep- 
herder’s zarape following the ap- 
parition. 

Traditional Indian tribal dances 
form the background for the Tor- 
tugas celebration. The weird 
music of tom-toms and rattles of- 
fers a striking contrast to the 
deeply religious ceremonies which 
form the basis of the celebration.

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Campaign of Fear to Get 
U.S. Bombers Out of 
Britain Likely Nov. 13 
to 19 at Sheffield.

Copyright, 1950, 
LONDON, : Nov. 4—Every day 
now when you pick up the Lon- 
don Daily Worker there’s some 


new publicity story splashed across 
the front .page about the self- 
styled second “World Peace Con- 
gress” to be held in Sheffield, 
England, from Nov. 13 to 19. 

An even larger collection of 
Communist big shots is expected 
at Sheffield than attended fthe 
first such congress, in Stockholm, 
ger last spring. 

From Communist China there 
will be a 50-member: delegation. 
“Our delegation will expose to 
the congress the crimes of Ameri- 
can aggression in Korea and For- 
mosa,” says Kuo Mo-jo, Chinese 
writer and historian, according 
to the Daily Worker. 

Czechoslovakia will have 46 
delegates. Sixty-five men and 
women have been delegated to 
attend from Russia itself. ‘ 

Russia to Send Writers. 

The Russian delegation includes 
several writers, among them Kon- 
stantin Simonov who wrote the 
anti-American press play “The 
Russian Question,” and Ilya Eh- 
renburg, who has won numerous 
prizes for his diatribes against 
the West. 

Shostakovich will represent the 

Russian composers who have or- 
ders not to’ imitate the “degen- 
erate” West in their music. 
- Pudovkin is down to represent 
the Soviet film industry, Academ- 
ician Valgin the “supremacy” of 
Russian science; Maria Isakova, 
speed-skating champicn, the peo- 
ple’s sport; V. V. Kuznetzov will 
represent the Soviet trade unions 
(who dare not call a strike). 

N. Popova, president of the 
Women’s Association, will typify 
Soviet women. There will be a 
few simple workers to give the 
flavor of a Soviet people’s nation- 
al front.” And Metropolitan Niko- 
lai will represent the Russian Or- 
thodox Church (which is domi- 
nated by the state). 

British Churches Aloof. 
‘Communism remains a Godless 
religion but the Russians have 
found it useful window dressing, 
creating a good impression on the 
Christian West, to allow a_ few 
priests to still go through the mo- 
tions of worship. Thus, among 
the delegates to Sheffield will be 
not only Metropolitan Nikolai but 
other Orthodox churchmen and 
prelates from Russian satellites. 
The Daily Worker announces that 
it is hoped to provide them with 
a church to worship in during 
their stay in Sheffield. 

The British Council of Churches, 
however, is not sending any del- 
egates. This was decided unani- 
mously after a recent debate. The 
council declared what all but the 
gullible know to be true— that 
the world peace movement was 
“mainly an instrument of Com- 
inform propaganda.” 

The piece the Russians have all 
been instructed to speak at Shef- 
field is that only Rusia supports 
the cause of peace. 

The “fight for peace” will be 
widened at Sheffield by new 
slogans urging a battle for better 
conditions and for “national in- 
dependence.” One aspect of this 
“jndependence” would be to get 
rid of the American Air Force 
bombers based here. 

Campaign of Fear. 

A fear campaign will also get 
underway. Already the Daily’ 
Worker has forecast it. It has pub- 
lished articles declaring that as 
long* as American bombers are 
stationed here, atomic reprisals 
would be inevitable against Brit- 
ain if there were a war — and 
these reprisals would. make any 


place in the country deadly dan- | 


gerous. But, predicts the Red pa- 
per, the British masses would re- 
a before they accepted such a 
ate. 

In curious contrast, the line 
the Russians are feeding their 
own people is that the atom bomb 
is not so bad. 

There will be plenty of anti- 
American smears come out of 
Sheffield and probably a call for 
strikes in Western Europe (which 
is recovering too well with the 
aid of Marshall plan funds to suc- 
cumb to Communism willingly). 

At this writing, however, it 
does not look as though there 
would be many “peace stars” on 
the British delegation. Several 
artists and intellectuals who 
signed the “peace petition” have 
withdrawn from the welcoming 
committee to which the Commu- 
nists named them, without ask- 
ing. But the British Communist

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Average Home Buyer Doesn’ t 
Contribute to Inflation, Says 


Builders’ Head at Inaugural| g. 


When a person in a low or middle income bracket buys a new 
* home it doesn’t contribute to an inflationary spiral, declared Joseph 


H. Vatterott, new president of the Home Builders Association of Fs 


Greater St. Louis, in his inaugural address last night. 


Speaking to 650 or more members of his association and guests: 4 


who included local representatives of Federal Government agencies, 
financing institutions and labor, Vatterott said that “as a matter of 
fact such home buying is one of the nation’s hest possible hedges 


against inflation because it uses 
a buyer’s accumulated savings for 
the down payment, the accumu- 
lated savings of others for the 
mortgage supplied by the money 
lender; the total supply of money 
in the country’s circulation is not 
increased by the transaction, and 
there is involved the jlong-term 
commitment of a substantial sum 
monthly that otherwise would go 
into the market to bid up prices | ° 
- general commodities and serv- 
ces.” 

Vatterott spoke at Norwood 
Hills Country Club where he and 
other new officers of the build- 
ing association were inducted into 
office for 1951 service. 

“When government puts the 
blame for inflation on the pur- 
chase of a home,” he said “and 
then requires heavy down. pay- 
ments in order to discourage home 
buying, it hits hardest at the low 

_income groups who need housing 
most. The recent drastic credit 
curbs over home sales were put on 
to reduce inflation, but only after 
the industry itself had already cut 
back production.” 


Explains Cutback. . 

Vatterott, for many years a 
mass-production builder of low- 
cost homes, said that home build- 
ers had found that when demand 
for materials outstripped supplies, 
they often were forced to pay 
higher prices for labor and mate- 
rials in order to finish homes 
under way. “This bidding up of 
materials occurs only when we 
build at a rate of more than 2,- 
000,000 units or more per year as 
we were doing for. about a three- 
month period this summer. 

“As far back as July,:the in- 
dustry itself began cutting back 
production to the one million 
units per year level. We know 
that this level is non-inflationary 
because in 1949 we produced a 
million new homes and apart- 
ments while prices were on the 
downgrade.” 

Vatterott, speaking for the 
Home Builders _ Association, _of- ¢

fered the suggestion that govern- 
ment reduce inflation by eliminat- 
ing its current program of deficit 
financing. 

“Too many people clamor for 


jall sorts of programs without

in the billions and taxes must be 
— to pay them,” he pointed 


WAS citizens, we must insist that 
the federal ‘budget be kept as 
much in balance as possible. This 
can be done by trimming off all 
non-essential expenditures, 
postponing certain projects. and 
expenditures. Government spend- 
ing and waste must ped, 
and it is the responsib 
private citizen to insist upon a 
balanced budget. 

“If the budget is balanced,” 
Vatterott added, “inflation will be 
a dead issue and. present restric- 
tions over home sales will be 
absolutely unnecessary. No one 
should be denied the right of 
home ownership.” 

The new Bildor president men- 
tioned what Calvin Coolidge once 
said: “The ownership of a home, 
the feeling of independence that 
comes with the possession of a 
bit of ‘the earth are among the 
most powerful incentives to high 
civic interest and usefulness.” 

Bulwark Against Isms. 


“You won't find any home own-| ‘ 


ers praising Socialism or Commu- 
nism,” Vatterott continued. “Home 
ownership is one of the best bul- 
warks against foreign isms that 
we have. It should. be protected 
and maintained. It is a privilege 
that we must be able to pass on 
to our children. Parents in many 
countries of the world today do 
not have that simple honor.” 

Vatterott succeeded Earl Bu- 
miller in the presidency- of the 
home builder group. Bumiller 
remains as a member of the 
board of directors.

Soil preparation in the fall also 
is very important, Ollinger 
spreads an inch-deep layer of 
poultry or sheep manure over the 
beds and then digs it in, along 
with compost, cow manure or 
other available organic matter.

In early spring, when the ground 
is spaded again, liberal quantities 
of 0-12-12 fertilizer are added, to 
provide abundant potash and 
phosphorus for stems and foilage.

“Soft- 
pinch them,” Ollinger warns, 
“taking off just the tender 
tip. If you go deep into the hard 
wood, you cripple the plant. In 
4 couple of weeks lateral buds 
form. I leave an average of seven 
to 10 canes to a plant, but allow 
only one bud to form on each 
cane. As stems grow, I disbud 
and keep tieing them, to keep 
them. straight.” 

Plants are mulched during the 
summer with a three to four-inch 
layer of cow manure, which pro- 
vides food and conserves mois- 
ture. Since the mums need plenty 
of water, they are given a heavy 
soaking at least every five days 
after they are in bud. 

“I put the water right on the 
sojl,” Ollinger says. “If I want 
to wash the leaves, I hose them 
off in* the morning, on a sunny 
day. If you water chrysanthe- 
mums in the evening, you'll have 
nothing but mildew.”

LONG DRINK BEFORE 
FREEZING WEATHER 


Trees, particularly evergreens, 
should have a long drink of water. 
before freezing weather arrives. 
Otherwise the danger of winter 
injury may be great. Evergreens, 
even though their needles are cov- 


ered with a wax-like protection, 
can become severely damaged by 
dry atmosphere and winds unless 


there is sufficient soil water for 
constant replacement, says Dr. 
Rush P. Marshall, director of the 
Bartlett Tree Reséarch Labora- 
tories. 

Mulches and windbreaks are 
helpful for shrubs and newly 
planted trees. But they should not 
be applied until some frost is in® 
the ground. Neither should they |# 
be removed too early next spring. 

Winterize trees now by pruning 
out dead and diseased branches, 
cable weak crotches and brace 
weak limbs. Stormproofing trees, 
says Dr. Marshall, is more eco- 
nomical than storm repair after 
winter winds, snow and ice storms 
wreak damage. When pruning, 
make certain the saw is sharp. 
Sterilize all cuts and paint over 
exposed surfaces with an antisep- 
tic wound dressing.

Realty Bond Trade 
Displays Strength 
During Last Month 


* The real estate bond market 
displayed particular strength dur- 
ing October as evidenced by an 
advance of 1.9 per cent in the 
Amott-Baker Realty Bond Price 
Averages. October also marked 
the third month of an uninter- 
rupted rise in the trend of real 
estate bond prices. 

The Oct. 31 average price of 
the 40 issues which comprise the 
Amott-Baker index stood at $836 
per $1000 bond as compared with 
$820 on Sept. 30, $800 on July 31 
and $774 at the close of 1949. The 
percentage increase since July 31 
amounts to 4% per cent. Since 
the close of 1949, the averages 
have gained 8 per cent. 

In the classification by type of 
property, the sharpest advance for 
the latest 30-day period was 
scored by the eight issues com- 
prising the apartment building 
group. These increased in value 
by 44 per cent. This group ad- 
vanced largely on the strength 
of a 20 point rise in the 1088 
Park Avenue mortgage bonds 
which jumped from a price of 75 
to 95 as a result of a court sale is 
of the property.

HE Boone’s Lick area in Central Missouri is known for 
its stately old houses, its interesting history, and its 
good cooking. The Missouri Historical Society recent- 

ly compiled some of the unusual recipes of the area in a 
bulletin. One of them is chocolate potato cake, which has 
been in the family of Mrs. Sterling Price Simmons for 
several generations. Potatoes keep cake moist. 

Mrs. Dana Jensen of St. Louis in preparing the cake 
begins by creaming butter and sugar together in a large 
bowl. Eggs are added one at a time, and beaten well after 
each addition. Melted chocolate is stirred in, then the 
mashed potatoes. Flavoring is added, then milk, and flour 
sifted with baking powder. All is beaten well and batter 
is turned out into three well-greased, floured layer pans. 
Layers are baked in a slow oven (275 degrees) for 20 
minutes. Heat is increased to 325 degrees and baking con- 
tinued for 20 minutes more, or until layers are done. 

INGREDIENTS: For cake—One cup butter, two cups 
sugar, four whole eggs, two squares unsweetened choco 
late, one cup mashed potatoes, one teaspoon vanilla, one

A Hickman holds two distinctions. At 
37 he’s the youngest coach in the Ivy 
League. And at 303 pounds he’s the fat- 
test man in his business. 

In addition, Hickman is without 
doubt the only former pro wrestler ever 
to hold a job at Yale. And—most remark- 
able of all—in a field where coaches are 
haggard and hollow-eyed, Hickman is as 
refreshing as a daisy in a slag heap.

That he should coach football at all 
is due to a split-second decision made 
in 1934 when he was wrestling a suety 
fellow named Omar the Turk at Win- 
ston Salem, N.C.

To see how the USDL works, I recently sat in 
on several desertion hearings, through the joint 
cooperation of the husbands and wives in- 
volved and of two judges: Dudley F. Sicher of 
the Domestic Relations Court in New York City, 
and Libby E. Sachar (in picture above), of the 
Domestic Relations Court in Elizabeth, N. J. 


- 
Always Held in Private 


SDL HEARINGS are always held in “cham- 
bers,” rather than in open court. Judges 
have found that husbands and wives relax and 
will talk more frankly in private. That helps 
the court solve their problems. 
One case involved a certain Mr. A, a husky 
man in his thirties, with a pleasant, honest 


face. He answered questions simply and di- 
rectly. He was a mechanic, he said. He’d left his 
wife and two children several years ago. The 
reason? Mr. A shrugged his shoulders. 

“One of those things,” he said. 

When Mr: A walked out of his home, Mrs. A 
retaliated by swearing out a criminal warrant 
on charges of abandonment. 

“But I’m not a criminal,” Mr. A protested 
when a friend told him about the warrant. “I 
haven’t killed anybody nor stolen anything. 
I work hard. But I’m almost broke now. I can’t 
see my way clear.” 

“Play it smart,” Mr. A’s friend said. “Get out 
of the state. They can’t touch you.” 

So Mr. A went to New Jersey, where he 
thought himself immune from an order of 
support. He got a job, and things started to 
clear up a bit. 

But meanwhile, Mrs. A was struggling with 
the problem of supporting her children. Des- 
perate for help, she finally went to the Domes- 
tic Relations Court in New York City and told 
her story to Judge Sicher. 


What the Judge Did 


FEW MONTHS AGO,” the judge told her, “this 
civil court would have been helpless. But 
now we can help you, because New York and 
New Jersey have the Uniform Support of 
Dependents Law. This gives civil courts like 
this the power to — your husband to 
support you.” 

Then Judge Sicher ius Mrs. A a lot of 
questions. “When did you last hear from your 
husband? ... Do you know where he is? .. .” 

“How much,” the judge asked, “do you need 
to support yourself and your children?” 

“About $25 a week,” Mrs. A answered. 

The judge then called a probation officer 
and a welfare worker, who gave him. a full 
report. After which Judge Sicher certified $25 
a week as the amount the family needed. Next, 
he sent the testimony to Judge Sachar’s court, 
with a notation that available evidence indi- 
cated Mr. A was in New Jersey. 

The New Jersey court served Mr. A with a 
summons, then determined where he worked 
and how much money he earned. 

At the private hearing, Mr. A explained his 
problem to Judge Sachar as best he could. His 
fear of being arrested as a common criminal, 
he said, kept him from going back to his home 
state. 

“Let me make one thing clear to you,” said 
Judge Sachar at this point. “The charge of 
non-support against you is civil, not criminal. 
If you agree to pay your family the amount set 
by the court, you have nothing to fear from 
the law.” 

“You mean,” said Mr. A, “that I can go back 
to see my family without being arrested?” 

Judge Sachar nodded. : 

“That makes things altogether different,” 
Mr. A said. “Now I feel like a free man again. 
And of course I'll pay!” 

That is how USDL gave the deserting hus- 
band a break—and came to the rescue of his 
abandoned wife and children! 

The new law gets results. In one instance, 
a father fled across state lines, but USDL 
finally caught up with him. Investigation 
showed he was not working but was perfectly 
able to do so. What’s more, he was capable 


of making $150 a week as an accountant. The 
court gave him one month to get a job and 
start paying up. 


An amusing misconception of the law came 


to light at another USDL hearing. 

Served with a summons, a runaway father 
said: “You can’t make me pay. There’s a new 
law that says I don’t have to.” 

“What law is that,” he was asked. 

“Something called the USDL!” 

In most instances, courts have found that 
civil action is enough to make the deserting 
husband come across. If he refuses to pay, he 
can be made to furnish cash security. 

Jailing an errant husband is regarded as 
futile. It not only keeps him from earning 
money, but it puts the burden of supporting 
him on the state. And, more than likely, the 
state has to support his family. 

Jacob Zukerman, director of the National 
Desertion Bureau, estimates that in America 
today there are more than 250,000 wives, and 
750,000 children under the age of 16, who are 
hapless victims of desertion. All forms. of re- 
lief for these unfortunates run to about 
$205,000,000 a year. 

‘Zukerman gives free legal advice on deser- 
tion and domestic relations problems—and goes 
after fugitive husbands. When he finds them, 
he first tries to effect a reconciliation. If that

fails, he tries to get them to support their 

abandoned families. USDL, Zukerman says, 

gives him a new weapon of great effectiveness. 
Discussing the law after the hearing which 

I attended, Judge Sachar told me: 

» “Most women don’t want to bring criminal 

action. They simply want help. 

» “Relief is degrading. When a wife knows that 

her husband is contributing money to keep 

her off relief rolls, she can regain her self- 

respect. 

» “Likewise, children feel that if their father 

makes an effort to help, he is not a complete 

failure as a parent. 

» “USDL is a good thing. But at present, too 

few lawyers know it exists.” 


Still Gaps in the Law 


UT LEGAL AUTHORITIES dealing with USDL 

warn that the new law isn’t a cure-all. It 

has gaps, and it will take time and careful 
thought to plug them. 

Many states still haven’t adopted USDL. 
And some that have lack the administrative 
Staffs needed to make it work effectively. 

But in some states the legal machinery is 


well set up—and working. Said one judge re- . 


cently: “When all 48 states have USDL, we'll 
have a real remedy at last for the family dis- 
aster which desertion always causes.” 
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At the present rate, says the National 
Safety Council, HALF the people born 
this year are doomed to be injured or 
killed in an automobdile accident!

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ACK IN 1903, at the age of 14, a boy 
named Earl E. Jackson, of Provi-

As behooved a boy allowed to drive a 
behemoth belonging to his father’s boss, 
he drove carefully. 

In 1950, now 61, and living in the acci- 
dent-happy borough of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
Earl Jackson is still driving carefully. 
During the intervening years, while 
910,000 Americans were being killed in 
or by automobiles, he has hurt neither 
himself, nor anyone else, nor any of his 
cars. Among the latter have been a White 
Steamer, a Maxwell, a Packard Six, sev- 
eral Providence taxicabs, an Oldsmobile,

Studebaker. | 

And so Jackson, a. utility company 
executive, has been recognized by the 
American Automobile Association as one 
of America’s safest drivers. What does a 
Safe driver like Jackson think about? 
What are his driving principles? 
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One way to avoid accidents: Jackson avoids driving fatigue by roadside relaxing with Mrs. Jackson. the road, lets them by. His limit is 45 mph. @ 
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For one thing, Jackson refuses to. go 
over 45 miles an hour. 

“Some hotshot drivers shout at me and 
ask if I think I’m back in the horse-and- 
buggy days,” he says. “I just keep over 
in that right hand lane and cruise along.” 
He never goes over his 45-mile limit. 

Ever since roads have been crowded, he 
says, he has always kept his eye on “four 
other guys—the one ahead of me, the one 
behind me and one guy on each side.” 
And it’s because he always extends to 
them the full courtesies of the road, Jack- 
son believes, that he has set his record. 

“Let the other guy have the right of 
way he’s fighting for,” he says. “Let him 
be the guy to rush to an accident. Nine 
out of ten times I'll be right behind him 
at the next traffic light.” 


He Meets Them Later 


Jackson keeps at least 100 feet from 
the car in front. Even then he’s cautious 
about what the “other guy might do.” He 
keeps checking his rear vision mirror and 
if he sees a line of cars trailing him he 
pulls up to the side of the road and lets 
them pass! 

“A couple of hours later ’'m smoking 
a cigarette with them on the ferry,” he 


_chuckles. 


He has lost his temper on several occa- 
sions, at “screwy drivers’ but has always

“He is one of the greatest dangers on 
the road today,” he says. 

This, then, is how a man drives safely 
for 47 years! Are Earl Jackson’s ideas 
funny? Is it silly never to drive over 45 
MPH? Ridiculous to slow down to 25 MPH 
to light a cigarette? Laughable to think 
that any driver should ALWAYS keep 
BOTH hands on the wheel?

HE story Of “Bitter Rice” is hardly 

novel. Silvana Mangano is a mi- 
grant rice-picker who, eager for “glam- 
our,” falls in with a hoodlum, plots 
with him to steal the rice she picks. 

“Bitter Rice’s” plot is lurid; its locale 
—the rarely photographed rice fields 
of the Po-bleakly beautiful. But Sil- 
vana dominates the film. Dancing a 
reckless boogie-woogie or crawling, 
gun in hand, toward her lover, she 
manages to keep her fiery emotions 
credible. 


Tried Out for a Movie 


Like many movie “finds,” Mangano 
never expected to become an actress. 


But in 1946 she was chosen “Miss — 


Rome,” and thereafter got a model’s 
job. A friend suggested she try out for 
a movie that the Italian director, Gui- 
seppe de Santis, was making. De Santis 
chose her ahead of 100 or more experi- 
enced actresses. 

On location for four months, Silvana 
lived the brutish life of the women rice 
pickers. From sunrise to sunset, she 
joined them, standing knee-deep in 
water under a blazing sun. She ate her 
meals out of a thin mess kit, dressed 
in burlap, and went barefoot with 
them. With her in the cast—and the 
rice fields—was American actress Doris 
Dowling. The two became fast friends. 

While she was making “Bitter Rice,” 
Silvana met producer Dino de Lau- 
rentis, whom she later married. They 
live among the tombs of ancient 
Romans on the Via Appia. They have 
a six-months-old daughter. 


So far — perhaps because she’s still 
far from Hollywood—young Signorina 
Mangano hasn’t been bitten by the 
“show-off” bug. She uses little make- 
up, lets her light brown hair blow free. 

“She’s like a child,” one friend re- 
marked recently. “When you sit there 
and talk with her, she’s as likely as not 
to keep turning her diamond in the 
sun just to watch it sparkle. To her, it’s 
simply part of a new and very won- 
derful world.” 

Child or not, Silvana Mangano per- 
forms well in “Bitter Rice.” Italy's 
Hayworth is a star to watch.
